Just a Little Talk to the 


People of Reno 


A 


SUBJECT that Reno is interest- 
ed in is the issue of bonds for a 


new courthouse and for the improve- 
ment of the roads in Washoe county. 


The roads are a disgrace. Everybody 


knows it, all talk about it and no one 
can be found to defend them. 
We 


shall have no trouble in getting the 
people to support such an expenditure 
as -will bring the county highways up 
to date. 


And the courthouse. Have you seen 


it lately? 
Well, just go down 
and 


take a look at the institution wherein 
«ha courts dispense law and justice 
and the county officials perform the 
public's work. It will give you a. cold 
chill. It never was much of a building 
and now it is a shack, compared with 
what Washoe county should have. To 
call such a shanty a courthouse is a 
desecration of our mother tongue. It 
is not- right to let it stand there. The 
county is too rich and populous to be 
optically villined by such a structure. 
Let us have a. new 
courthouse, of 


sourst. The business of the county <le- 
mands it. 
\ 


And when it is under consideration, 


if possible, let the commissioners in- 
vite competition in designs or get a 
first-class architect to plan the build- 
ing. 


The city hall is a standing warning 


the band-box school of archi- 


tecture — an architectural monstrosity, 
a cross between a brick-kiln and a 
stone-quarry, mongrel offspring of the 


people to live here and If we make the 
city attractive we are far more likely 
to keep them as residents thani vte 
will be If we continue to neglect es- 
thetic considerations in constructing 
buildings. 
More people mean more 


trade and more trade means 
more 


money in circulation. 


That leads us to something else. 


When the city bought those lots a few 
months ago south of the river for the 
purpose of laying out a park there, the 
Journal recommended that while we 
were about it, Reno should acquire 
the island in the river west of the Vir- 
ginia street bridge. We ought to have 
that island and we should go about it 
now. 
Its acquisition ia a 
necessity. 


Just think what could be done with 
a park like that. It could be connect- 
ed with the public grounds on 
the 


main land by a. stone-arched viaduct 
for vehicles, and by rustic bridges for 
pedestrians. The weir, instead of 
a 


utilitarian structure, such as it is at 
this time, could be transformed into 
a beautiful cataract .by the addition of 
rustic stone work at each approach, 
and there, from the island, seated 
beneath the shade of trees, one could 
linger on a summer day and listen 
la the murmur of the falling waters, 
the air cooled by the rushing stream 
at one's feet. It would be a foretaste 
of paradise. 


And why not realize the dream? It 


would cost only a few thousand dol- 
lars and a year or so to bring it into 
reality. The Riverside Mill Company 
owns that island, which, we believe, 
is chiefly valuable to the company on 
account of the water-rights. 
The city 


would not interfere with the water- 
rights, and we are satisfied that the 
company would sell that island to the 
city for much less than 
it 
would 


charge a private person. 
Why not 


try the company? 
That, would be a 


beginning and then we could have 
the chain-gang put to work clearing 
away the brush in less than no time. 
The same sort of labor could be util- 
ized to erect 
retaining walls, with 


rough hewn stone blocks, and to fill in 
the ground. It would not have to be 
done in one season or in two. It could 
go on for years. 
You know that San 


Francisco has taken thirty y^ars to 
bring Golden Gate to its present con- 
dition of perfection. Well, let Reno 
begin its thirty years now. 


Some day the city will wake up to 


a realization of its beautiful situa- 
tion, in a fertile plain, with 
Mount 


Rose towering to the southeast, purplo 
with shadows and white with snow, 
and a river fresh from the lakes in 
the high Sierras flowing eternally at 
the foot of the city's streets. Then, 
perhaps, in addition to the park—and
